T is one of the temptations to ob- 
| servers of the great conflict,’ the

Such a mistake is bound to be 
made now, when the German army 
has occupied a foreign capital, hurl- 
ing aside the Belgian army and com- 
pelling the retreat of the French and 
possibly the British troops. 

Yet, the real value of the achieve- 
ment must be weighed with relation 
to the whole field. There are a few 
facts; then, that must be considered. 

First of all, the imperious neces- 
sity of the German General Staff was 
to plan a campaign in which France 
hould be borne down and disposed 

by a quick thrust in overwhelming 
before the Russian masses 
could mobilize and become. effective 
on the eastern frontier. To accom- 
plish this, Belgian neutrality was vio- 
lated and the dash to these was made. 
The patent purpose was to get around 
the French barrier forts and close 
to Paris without delay. 


Gain One Mile a Day,

At Liege, cn 

At 
Brussels, cn Aug. 21, it is 218 miles 
from Paris. In-17 days, then, the ap- 
proach to Paris has gained just 15 
miles. 

Liege is 62 miles: from Brussels. The

thus giving to the French defense the 
advantage of numbers and the decisive 
advantage of not less than six addi- 
tional army corps. 

On the twenty-first day of the war. 
then, the German offensive is not yet 
in Francé, It has engaged in 16 days of 
severe fighting,’ and the Belgians have 
suffered considerable losses without hav- 
ing fought decisively with the bulk of 
the allied forces. It is still: 200 miles 
away from Paris, and a counter-offen- 
sive on the part of the’ French has pen- 
etrated between Metz and Strassburs 
and captured one considerable German 
city. 4 

In this situation the progress of Rus- 
sian mobilization becomes of supreme 
interest. Germany, gtraining every 
nerve to crush the French before’ the 
Russian masses come up, has for two 
weeks been compelled to fight an- un- 
expected and expensive campaign in 
Belgium. 

Must Take Foes Singly,

BERLIN, Aug. 21, via Copenhagen and 
London.—Four Americans, two men and 
two women, have just made known their

They were caught at Muelhausen. at 
the beginning of the fighting and had to 
remain several days amidst a~-hail of 
projectiles. They now are safe at’ Glat- 
terbado, in the Black Forest, whither 
they walked from Muelhausen. 

A letter from one of the quartet, which 
has been brought to Berlin, says the un- 
interrupted fighting and fire of artillery 
never will be forgotten. 

“Projectiles struck the house we were 
in, while others exploded in the garden,’”’ 
says the letter. “‘We awaited death mo- 
mentarily, but were saved by a miracle.’’

750,000 BAGS OF SUGAR 
CANNOT FIND MARKET 


SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 21.—There is 
still one-half of this season’s beet sugar 
output, or 750,000 bags, in the hands of 
the American Sugar Co. awaiting a 
market, according to.a statement made 
before the United States grand jury by 
Robert Oxnard, president of the com- 
pany. The company could not find a 
market for this sugar even at a price 
below the present market quotation, 
United States District Attorney Preston 
quoted Oxnard as waving. 

“This proves conclusively that the 
Eastern seaboard refineries are not 
afraid of a shortage, and that they are 
simply juggling with the stock they have 
on hand, which is a three-months’ sup- 
ply,” Preston said. The _ testimony 
showed also that the Eastern refiners 
had been making no purchases of cane 
raw sugar. 

The testimony referred to was brought 
out at. the beginning of the Federal in- 
vestigation here into the advance in sug- 
ar and other food prices. Witnesses as- 
serted that the price of sugar here is 
fixed in New York. 


French Believe the Grain 
and Wine Crops Are Safe 


PARIS, Avg. 21,.—The French Min- 
ister of Agriculture has issued a no- 
tice that the demand from the prov- 
inces for aid in harvesting the grain 
and wine crops has ceased. This in- 
dicates that these crops now are con- 
sidered safe, 

The value of the grain crop is es 
timated at $200,000,000 and the wine 
crop at $120,000,000, 


Limit Upon Money Orders 
Keeps $1,000,000 in Country 

NEW YORK, Aug. 21.—The rule mak- 
ing it impossible for any person to pur- 
chase foreign money orders in amounts 
of more than $100 has resulted in keep- 
ing $1,000,000 in this country since Aug. 1, 
according to figures just compiled at the 
Postoffice here.

Russia can then reckon upon a nu- 
merical advantage of at least two army 
corps against Austria, enough to remove 
all possibility of further Austrian re- 
enforcements being diapatched to the 
west. 

There remains the army charged with 
penetrating Prussia toward Berlin. For 
this, 15 army corps are available. To 
face them the Germans have.left not 
more than five, possibly only four corps 
m the first line, or field army. To meet 
this tremendous disparity, she must rely 
upon her second line, which could not 
be mobilized until the first was in the 
field, and is naturally inferior in equip- 
ment and in immediate military value. 

Russian Attack Begun.

PASSED - MILES OF MEN 


He Believes People Are United 
and Have No Idea of 
Failure. 


LONDON, Aug. 21.—Dr. Franklin 
Martin of Chicago, who left here a 
week ago for Munich, to bring out 


his niece, Miss Stone, also of Chi- 
cago, returned to London with her 
this morning. 


Dr, Martin tells a story full of in- 
teresting experiences on the Conti- 
nent. He attempted first to make 
his way to Munich by way of Paris 
atid Berne, Switzérland, but was not 
successful. He was unable to proceed 
beyond Paris. 

Stories related to him of the hard- 
ships endured by Americans ma- 
rooned in Germany impelled him to 
make a.second attempt, and in com- 
pany with John Moran of New York, 
whose wife was last heard from in 
Munich, Dr. Martin  stanted  d¢gain 
through Holland. There’ he fell in 
with S. Borgmann of New York, who 
had just spent three days in an En- 
glish prison at Winchester, owing to 
his inability to prove his American 


citizenship, 
‘“‘We, as Americans,’’ said Dr. Martin, 


“had little difficully in passing trough 
the German lines, but Mr. Bergmann 
was stopped until finally he exhibited 
his release from the English prison, 
upon which his photograph was pasted. 


Gasoline Sale Stopped. 
“At Crefeld we got an automobile to 


take us to Cologne... Through the efforts 
of Mr. Bergmann, who,’ upon arriving 
at Cologne, learne-i that 600 of his auto- 
mobiles in a factory in Berlin had been 
commandeered by the Government for 
war purposes, we obtained the neces- 
sary permits to proceed. We covered 
over 1100 miles on Saturday and Sun- 
day and found to our immense relief 
that Mrs. Moran and Miss Stone still 
were in Munish. 

“‘In the meantime the military author- 
ities had ordered that no more gasoline 
be sold to noncombatants: Several 
American cars in Munich had been taken 
by the authorities when their owners 
revealed their existence by appealing for 
fuel. 

“Mr. and Mrs. Moran decided to, re- 
main in Munich, but Miss Stone and I 
left on Monday with, as I supposed, 
only two gallons of gasoline in our car. 
We had determined to keep going as 
long as possible. 

“Once safely out of Munich, our en- 
terprising chauffeur revealed to us, cov- 
ered by blankets, several cans of the 
precious fluid, enough to get us half- 
way to our destination. 


Within German Lines. 
“During this journey we were actual- 


ly within the lines of the German 
army. At one point between Cologne 
and Crefeld, we passed entrenchments 
being rapidly tKhrown up by thousands 
of troops. The entrenchments extended 
on both sides of our highway, and as 
far as the eye could reach. There were 
masses of troops with field guns and 
munitions. Moving in the direction of 
Relgium, between Cologne and Bingen, 
was a continuous line of troops, pro- 
vision wagons and ambulances. 

“At Frankfort a large body of French 
prisoners, said to number 6000, 
We appeared to be 
the only travelers who were not sol- 
diers or officials, and the journey was 
a continuous thrill, as we momentarily 
expected to be deprived of our slender 
stock of gasoline. Whenever we an- 
nounced ourselves as Americans, we 
were greeted with studied courtesy.

“This last stage of our danger was 
the most difficult of all. As we were 
traveling on a war highway in the 
immediate rear of a great battle- 
field, we were stopped dozens of 
times. Our success in getting through 
was due largely to the resourceful- 
ness of our chauffeur. Among other 
things which -helped us was a little 
German flag we had placed on the 
radiator of the machine. It seems 
that an order, of which we were ig- 
norant, had been issued by Emperor 
William that German flags were not 
to be used on automobiles except 
those in service of military officials 
and members of the royal family. For 
two days we had been protected by 
a flag we had no right to use, and 
this, together with my Prussian cap 
and military coat worn by my niece, 
accounted for our success in avoid-

The Trentino or Southern Tyrol, 
the peninsula of Istria, on the east 

side of the Adriatit, and the adjoin-

HOUGH Italy, as a member of the Triple Alliance, seems obligated 
to aid Germany and Austria, the Italian Government is using 
every means to avoid such action. Its chief reason is believed to be - 
the long standing hatred of the Italian people fer Austria, the historic . 
oppressor and despoiler of Italy. This feeling extends to the army, and 
it has been predicted that a large number of soldiers, especially in North- 
ern Italy, would revolt against any order commanding them to fight for

Italian people have never come to 
regard Austria as anything but an 
enemy. The Triple Alliance, into 
which Italian state@@men entered in 
1882 because of seeming necessity, 
has never been a popular arrange- 
ment. Giuseppe Garibaldi, grandson | 
of the Italian liberator, said, when 
he fought in Madero’s revolution in | 
Mexico three years ago, that he Was 
in training for Italy’s next war, 
which, he said, would be with Aus- 
tria for the recovery of the Tren- 
tino. 

In Italy’s war with Turkey, two 
years ago, Austria gave indications 
of sympathizing with Turkey, and it _ 
was charged in Italy that the Turks 
received material aid from Vienna.

RUSSELS, Which its French-speak- 
a ing inhabitants call Bruxelles, and 

which its German invaders call 
Bruessel, is a city almost eyactly as 
large as St. Louis. The latest census 
puts its population at 687,000, which is 
just 23 less than the 1910 St. Louis cen- 
sus. 


Aside from the number of its inhab- 
‘tants, Brussels does not greatly re- 
semble St. Louis or any other American 
city. It is a smaller Paris, and its en- 
circling boulevards, parks, palaces and 
public buildings are hardly less beautiful 
than those which have made the French 
capital famous. 


The hexagonal boulevard which sur- 
rounds the inner city bears, in its va- 
rious sections, the names of Waterloo, 
Regent, Anvers (Antwerp), Barthelemy, 
Midi and Jardin Botanique. On the west 
of the city the narrow River Senne and 
the Canal de Charleroi form a miniature 
of the Seine at Paris. The parks and 
places, including the royal palace 
grounds, are on the east side of the 
inner city and in the newer section east 
of the boulevards. A large park lies 
between the royal palace and the Palais 


de lia Nation, where the Senate and 
the Chamber of Deputies meet. The 


building of the ministries adjoin the 


Palais de la Nation. 


On the Grand Place, in the center of 
,inclosed Brussels, stands the Hotel de 
Ville, or city hall, with a slender 
Gothic tower 370 feet high. A short dis- 
tance to the west is the famous Bourse, 
one of Europe's greatest exchanges, and 
to ths east is the Cathedral of Ste. 
Gudule, Whose square towers resemble 
those of Notre Dame in Paris. The 
art palace, near the royal palace, is 
famous for its galleries of the paintings 
of Rubens and Van Dyck.

He is the people’s eye and the historian’s 
invaluable aid. 
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CONTROL OF DELINQUENT FATHERS, 

There is one important exception to the rule 
aguinst the infringement of personal liberty. The 
husband and father who abandons wife and chil- 
dren and refuses to support them forfeits his right 
to pergonal liberty as long as be is delinquent. 
~ Mt ought not to be difficult for the abandoned 
wife to compel the husband to do his duty in such 
cases, And yet such wives constantly complain 
that thei¢ legal remedy is ineffective. - Wife aban- 
donment, under section 4495 of the Revised Stat- 
utes, is punishable “by imprisonment in the 
county jail for not more than One year, or by a 
fine of not less than $50 nor more than $1000, or 
by both such fine and imprisonment.” 

By the way, why is the fine made as low as $50 
ahd as high as $1000? Is the abandonment of 
one sort of wife worse than the abandonment of 
euother sort? 

But the .trouble te if an abandoned. wife at- 
tempts to enforce this section of the law, espe- 
cially if there are minor children, she finds her- 
self in the position of asking the law to lock up 
her breadwinner and make permanent that condi- 
tion of staryation or semi-starvation which the 
abandonment had caused. The strict enforcement 
of the law’ is something which is the last thing an 
abandoned wife and mother can contemplate. 

The absconding or abandoning, husband and 
father, a perpetual thorn in the side to his wife 
and children, a disgrace to the community, a bad 
citizen, an enemy to society, a lawbreaker and a 
tormentor of women and children, should be espe- 
cially provided.for by law. There should be an 
entire chapter, with teeth in every section, devoted 
to controlling him and bringing him back when he 
absconds. He should be set at work, under the 
stern eye of-the State, and made to produce the 
wherewithal to maintain the family of which he 
is the traitorous head and the abandonment of 
which may-create:a chain of delinquency and 
crime whose end no one can foresee.

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CHINESE TRADE NOT WORTH A WAR. 
The call for American interference in Asia in- 
creases in volume. It is heard even upon the 
floor of the Congress. It is & call uttered by com- 
mercial interests trading in the Orient. They 
would, if necessary to serve their own ends, drive 
the United States into a war with Japan, and, 
since the conflict would take place in Eastern 
Asiatic waters, with Japan’s ally, England. 

It is a call which the common sense of the 
American people will ignore. 

This country is not China’s guardian. The 
American Government’s first duty at all times 
is to its own people here at home. The avoid- 
ance of foreign entanglements is a traditional 
and fundamental American policy. 

Its next most important obligation, in tHe pres- 
ent crisis of world-wide war, is to remain at 
peace, so that it may, to the limit of its ability, 
provide food and factory products for the many 
millions of innocent noncombatants in countries 
whose own industries are paralyzed by war’s 
madness. 

Starvation will slay more men, women and 

children in the war-blighted countries than sword 
and bullet. Without aid from America’s fields 
the slaughter of the innocents in Europe by 
starvation will become the most appalling single 
feature of the whole vast carnival of interna- 
tional insanity. Waiving considerations of profit 
to be gained, the American people are impelled 
by the highest motives of humanity to find or 
make a way to carry their surplus food to those 
whom hunger menaces in the vast concentration 
camps of Burope. 
The man who at such a time proposes a na- 
tional policy which might involve this country 
in the general conflict is guilty of treason, not 
alone to his country, but to humanity. 
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VOTES FOR CHIPPEWA SQUAWS. 

The largest council of Chippewa Indians 
held in years voted unanimously at Ashland, Wis., 
in favor of equal suffrage. Fear of the dismaying 
results that would surely follow if these capable 
Chippewa women should adopt the hatchet and 
hammer methods of the London sisterhood does 
not seem to have influenced the verdict. The rea- 
sons given by William Obern, one of the tribal 
leaders, are that the hardships in clearing their 
farms and building homes on the northern forest 
lands fall heaviest on the women; that in general 
the hardest part of the responsibilities of life are 
apportioned to the women. He adds: ) 

They own property, too, and they know how 
to take care of it. They are more likely to 
vote for the real welfare of our people than 
the men. No Indian should oppose the right 

, of oyr women to vote. 

This is pretty nearly the whole argument, isn’t 
it? The most enthusiastic Bull Mooser looking 
for votes could add nothing to it on the stump. 
But is a white woman less helpful, less competent 
in the management of affairs, less well equipped 
for intelligent voting than an Indian woman? 
I¢ woman’ has a “natural” sphere to which she’ 
should closely confine herself through all stages 
of evolution, should not a people who are just 
emerging from primitive conditions be most in- 
sistent on limiting her to it? : 

“No Indian should oppose women’s right to 
vote,” say these gallant Chippewa men who have 
only recently been invested themselves with the

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WHEAT EXPORTS. 
From the Indianapolis News. 
It does not look much as though 
wheat would be treated as contraband 


has announced that her Government 
will guarantee against loss of all wheet 
shipped to British ports, 
payment for it. This applies, so far, 
only to shipments from Baltimore. But 
it is assumed that the guaranty will be 
extended to shipments from all ports. 
This of itself is enough to insure a 
tremendous movement of wheat. What 
becomes. of the wheat is, of course, no 
concern of ours. It is for the British 
navy to make the guaranty good. 

Other nations will, it is believed, »e 
forced to take similar action. There 
will thus be a veritable scramble fur 
wheat. How valuable will be the guar- 
anties of other nations than England 
remains to be seen. It seems likely 
that France and England between them } 
will control the Atlantic trade routes, 
and as our chief market is in Liver- 
pool we.shall do very well. Nor is 
there much probability of a blockade cf 
the coast of either country. 

The American farmers are, apparent- 
ly, in for a prosperous season. With 
enormous crops, an extraordinary de- 
mand, guaranteed exports and zooj 
prices, the outlook for the farmers is 
certainly most cheering. They owe, too, 
much to the President for heading off 
the great railroad strike, and to the 
reasonableness of employers antl men 
in acceding to the President's request. 
There is plenty of money with whi:n 
to move the crops, together with abun- 
dant credit facilities. The American 
people surely ought to be humbly thank- 
ful for their blessings. There is no 
people in the world so happy or so 
fortunately placed.

Foreign Exchange Rates Are 
Sharply Higher; Wheat Bills 
Are Scarce, 


By Leased Wire From the New York 
au of the Post-Dispatch. 


~ YORK, Aug, °21.—The Eve-

‘No change of consequence occurred. 
today in the general situation. In 
some respects the movement of fi- 
nancial events seemed to he more at 
a& standstill than on any day of the 
present w This was doubtless 
partly attr utable to the uncertain- 
ties in regard to the Government's 
‘proposal for purchase of shipping fa- 
cilities with the public funds. 

“There is no doubt that the diplo- 
matic complications, suggested as 
‘possible {tn case the German. shi . 
were thus purchased and used in t 
transatlantic trade, have made their 
impréssion. The alternative proposal, 
that they be placed inthe South Amer- 
ican service, would somewhat simpli- 
y these aspects of the problem. But 
such a recourse would assume with- 
drawal from the South American 
trade American vessels already en- 
gSaged in it: and that is by no means 
an easy matter. 

Wheat Market Rises. 

“Pérhaps the really noteworthy inci- 
dent of the day was the further 3-cent 
rise in wheat, because this was based 
on convincing evidence that the grain 
export movement had already been re- 
sumed on a hormal scale. Bradstreet’s 
reports the present week’s wheat ex- 
ports from both coasts as 6,900,000 bush- 
els, which is ge the same as 
in this week of 1913, when the shipment 
was upusually large for the season. 
This week’s outgo compares with only 
3,700,000 bushels last week, which shows 
the extent to which the embargo has 
been broken. 

“Switzerland was trying to get a loan 
here, and negotiations to that end were 
reported in progress today. If the deal 
is put Seb ooteab it will probably mean 
that a $50,000/000 credit balance will be 
eBtablished in this city, which will be 
utilized for the payment of foodstuffs 
purchased in this country. The loan has 
not yet been closed, but some arran <a 
ment may be entered into whereby t 
advances: would be made later on. 

‘The loan will probably be referred to 
the administration authorities for advice, 
although since it would not fall in the 
Class of loans to belligerent states no 
Objection is anticipated. The applica- 
tion, however, may be followed by oth- 
ers, should it be successful. If the loan 
is made it will probably take the form 
of treasury bills, running for a short 
period. 

“There were again reports that the 
Treasury Department would soon make 
special deposit of Government funds 
with the banks here and at Chicago, in 
the effort to help the foreign exchange 
situation. 

Banks Take Currency. 


‘The feeling seeined to be that tae 
banks would get from $20,000,000 to $30.- 
000,000 in this way, with the understand- 
ing that the money should be used for 
promoting the shipment of grain and 
other foodstuffs. 

“Whether the deposits will be made 
with this understanding is not clear; 
assistance of that kind would be of 
great service to the banks in connection 
with the effort to move the crops and 
extend further assistance to the banks 
at the South. 

“New York banks were still asking 
for emergency currency, but the demand 
was by no means as broad as it was a 
week ago. So far about $80,000,000 hag 
been distributed among the banks of 
this city. and more will be delivered as 
s00n as it is possible to get the notes 
here from Washington. . 

“The situation in the money market 
was made interesting by the efforts of 
commercial paper brokers to sell a 
ruree ae of paper to the banks 

here. ne sales were made, but the 
transactions were not large. It was 
significant, however. that the banks re- 
ceived large payments for notes that 
had fallen due and which the borrow- 
ers did not ask to have renewed. This 
experience was similar to what hap- 
pened in 1907, witen mercantile borrow- 
ers took up an inimense amount of pa- 
per as it matured. 

Mall Not Deltwered. 

“Some of the interior banks were 
in the market for paper again, their 
purchases, however, being much re- 
uced as compared with those made 
n normal times. 

“Wheat bille were in somewhat bet- 
ter supply. and the business done in 
foreign exchange showed some en- 
largement over yesterday. But the 
demand for sterling was still insist- 
ent, and the prices of cable remit- 
tances to London advanced two cents 
to 5.05%. 

“Most of the businese was done on 
London. The supply of exchange on 
Paris and Berlin was extremely lim- 
ited, and based in most cases on an 
agreement that the purchaser should 
be willing to take a check instead of 
cash in payment for the draft in the 
foreign market. The exchange bank- 
ers still had a great deal of trouble 
with the mails, and many internation- 
al houses found that it was almost’ 
impossible to secure quick cable serv- 
ice with the BHuropean markets. 

“Many bankers refused to trade in 
exchange except on places where they 
were sure of receiving quick atten- 
tion. The firms: which had. fmpor- 
tant mall matter on the ocean des- 
tined for/Germany at: the time war 
was declared have found that there 
will be little chance of having it de- 
livered in Berlin’ or Frankfort. Word 
was received that a food deal of euch 
mall was being held at London and 
that it would not be delivered in Ger- 
many until hostilities had ceased. 
Some banking houses were put to 
great inconvenience in this way. 

Cotten Exports Small. 

“It would seem, therefore, that no 
difficulty is likely .to occur in getting 
our surplus wheat into Europe’s hands. 
Exactly how all .the unusual present 
conditions will affect our foreign trade 
balance as a whole is a uliarly dif- 
ficult question to answer. For one thing, 
while wheat exports are ing in 
the very large volume of the P anew 
week, exports of cotton have 
to almost nothing. Last week we dates 
out Gnly 1300 bales, against 1700 in the 
same week of 1913; the week before it 
was 2600, against 15,700. These totais are 
relatively unimportant at this time of 
year, but it will not be long before the 
season arrives when cotton should nor- 
e mainstay of the export 


trade.
